Tre Sianper Case at THE OLD Baitey.—We have re- 
ceived several letters on the subject of the case of the 
rosecution of the Hon. Captain Colborne, at the Old 
Bailey, on Tuesday last for a series of most infamous 
libels on Mr. James Phineas Davis, the well-known 
solicitor. The case, as it came before the Court, is 
reported at length elsewhere. One _ intelligent 
correspondent, who was present on the occasiun, 
writes as follows :—‘' The case was presented by Mr. 
Giffard (Mr. Davis’s counsel) to the jury in a manper 
which did but little justice to the cause of his client. 
He drew it as mild as possible. He called no witnesses 
to prove the full iniquity of the defendant’s conduct. 
He told the judge and jury just as little as he could, 
and left them as much in the dark as he was able. 
The libellous advertisements inserted by the defendant 
in ‘Bell’s Life’ and other newspapers, were not 
touched upon. Some of us lookers on heard by a 
side-wind far more than Mr. Giffard allowed to reach 
the ears of either judge or jury. It almost seemed as

BAPTISM AND CIRCUMCISION. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
Sir,—A controversy having occurred in my neigh- 
bourhood among Christian denominations with regard 
to the proper subjects for admission into the Christian 
Church by baptism, a clergyman of the Church of 
England bas published a pamphlet defending the doc- 
trine of his church in this manner, In that pamphlet 
occurs the following paragraph : , 

** The Jewish Church and the Christian Church are 
one and the same in all essential points—the latter is 
but the perpetuation of the former. If any are not 
clear on this point, I ask them to refer to Matthew xxi. 
43, ‘ The kingdom of God (said our Lord to the Jews) 
shall be taken from you and given to a nation bringing 
forth the fruits thereof.’ Mark, there was no change 
uf kingdoms (ie, of churches), but only a transfer of 
the kingdom. Again in Romans xi., 23, 24, the Apos- 
tle Paul describes the Church ot God as an olive tree, 
and the Jewish members as branches. For unbelief 
they as branches were broken off, and the Gentiles as 
branches were grafted in, There is no new tree, but 
still the old one.” 

The mistake of the clergyman, who is evidently uot 
far from the kingdom of God, appears to be that he 


considers that because the Christian Church has in- 
herited, under a variance of external symbols, the doc- 


trines of Judaism, therefore the Israelites to whom 
pertaineth the adoption, and the glory, andthe covenants, 
aud the giving of the law, and the service of God and 
the promises, no longer possess them. But upon in- 
epection it will be seen clearly that the corollary is not

VIENNA.=~MANNHEIMER’S FungRAL.— We copy an 
account of Mannheimer’s funeral (March 20) from the 
“ A. Z.d.1.” A correspondent writes The funeral 
took place at nine o’clock this mornipg, amidst an extra- 
ordinary concourse of people, all evincing their profound 
sympathy. The synagogue, literally crammed with people, 
was lighted up with thousands of candles. In order to 
prevent ay interruption of the funeral ceremonies by the 
multitude that poured in, the doors of the synagogue 
were closed. Before the ark, draped in black, stood the 
coffin containing the body of the deceased, on a scaffolding 
likewise covered with black cloth. Around it burned wax 
tapers in black candelabra. Round the coffin stood the 
mourners, sons of the departed; further, the wardens of 
the congregation, several members of the council of the 
empire, the municipality, and the rabbis and preachers of 
Pesth, Brunn, and Presburg. At the upper end of the 
coffin stood the oldest warden of the community, Joseph 
Wertheimer, the rabbi of Vienna, Horowitz, Dr. Jellinck, 
and Professor Sulzer. The latter opened the proceedings 
with intoning a chorale, in which the choral association 
‘Concord’ participated. Herr Joseph Wertheimer then

In your last leader it 
is said that next to the Quakers, Jews are the smallest 
community in Britain. But the commanity to which 
I belong is smaller than either. We claim to be the 
trae Christians of this generation. Our claim may 
seem a bold one in the face of so many sects, but we 
base it on the fact that we interpret the New Testament 
in accordance with the literal signification of the Old. 

I have read Mr, English’s book, and from what I 
have expressed above you will understand me when I 
say that the most of it, and that its strongest part too, 
has no force against us. And he has left as much of 
the New Testament as indisputable as we need care for, 
Io a former letter, part of which you published, I said 
that Christianity was not based upon the New Testa- 
ment; butupon ‘* Moses and the Prophets,” a thing 
that modern Christendom isnot.

THE ORIGIN OF THE JEWS IN POLAND.— 
‘ THEIR HISTORY, &c., 
(Translated frdm the French.) 
BY REV. DR. H. A. HENRY. 
(Continued from our last.) 


decline of Poland, and produces a change in the position 
of the Israelites. A fatal destiny for Poland that 
Casimir the Great did not leave a legitimate heir to 
the crown! He had two sons by Esther; this, no 
doubt, increased his love for the fair Israelite ; but that 
which, during his lifetime, had been instrumental in 
creating [a true regard for his fair mistress proved, 
after his death, to be the engine of hatred and ven- 
geance. 

Nemir and Pelka, the natural children of the king, 
disappeared—the victims of the jealous nobility, and 
probably of the enraged priests. It was feared that 
these two natural children of the king and the Jewess 
would exercise a dangerous influence over the crown, 
the country, and religion. 

Louis, the King of Hungary,. being called to the 
throne, soon showed what Poland had to expect at 
the hands of foreign kings. Louis, more attached to 
‘Hungary than to Poland, governed the latter by 
deputy. To preserve his power, he was compelled to 
flatter the nobility and the bishops; but the inbabitants 
of the country, and particularly the Jews and the pea- 
gantry, were again delivered up a prey to their despotic, 
proud, idle, and unfeeling masters. The Jews were 
compelied to quit the towns: certain rumours were 
therf spread abroad, that Esther, who, but a short period 
before had shone in the zenith of her glory, and who 
had so bountifully bestowed her favors and exercised 
her benevolence, could not now endure her humiliated 
position, and support the contempt with which the was 
treated by her former flatterers; and therefore she pat 
an end to her existence by throwing herself out of a 
window. 

Other writers maintain that her death was the result 
of grief and misery. All these reports proved to be 
unfounded, since the inhabitants of Cracow show to this 
day, in the Royal Garden of Lobzow, the spot where 
this celebrated lady was interred. 

The Jews, who, under the protection of Casimir the 
Great, had adopted the Polish national costume, who 
had built large towns, and had brought into that 
country immense treasures, were, after the death of 
this king, obliged to wear yellow caps, in order to be 
distinguished as Jews. This was the commencement 
of a long chain of fanatical machinations of many of 
the priests, whose only object was to render the Jewish 
race hateful to the Poles. 

In 1407, the priest Budek mounted the pulpit and 
took advantage of the credulity of his flock, by stating 
and repeating to them that he had just received 
horrible news ; but that he dared not publish the same, 
fearing the just vengeance of his people might carry 
them beyond his wishes. This assumed discretion on 
tle part of the preacher, redoubled the curiosity of 
the multitude; and they pressed the priest to reveal 
to them the secret. They roared and threatened, till at 
last the priest exclaimed, ‘‘ The Jews have spit upon 
the holy Host !” immediately the fanatic people rushed 
upon the Jews, sparing neither women, nor children, 
nor old men; all were equally sufferers; and a most 
frightful carnage lasted till night at Cracow. 


Stanislas, of Kazimierz, preached before Ladislas ' 


Jagellon king of Poland, who had been newly converted, 
and endeavored to inspire this monarch with an 
implacable hatred against the Israelites, Finally, they 
were universaily accused of publicly expressing their 
hatred for the Holy Sacrament ; even to have especially 
been guilty of plunging their knives into the Holy Host. 

There can be little doubt, but owing to such 
impostures, systematically matured and industriously 
propagated, even at the “present day, in the Polish 
towns, during the processions, the Israelites conceal 
themselves, and shut their doors and windows, fearful 
lest the deluded people should commit violence against 
them. Améng some superstitious Jews this fact has 
caused them to declare it as sinful to look at any of the 
sacred observances of tie Christians, under a {penalty of 
forty days’ excommunication (Chairim). 

Those who will not enter deeply into the historic 
life of the Jews, say that they are a people who would 
wish to keep aloof from the Christians ; that they 
Constitute a nation separate from all the rest ; and that 
‘they do not recognise any country as their fatherland. 
The history of the towns in Poland proves that this line

. mixing among the other people, must be attribated to 
he Christian governments! As | 


as the Israeli 

ived under Casimir the Great, they hed readily adopted 
he Polish costume and other u of the country ; and 
ubmitted to the rules of Polish law, and the decisions 
of Christian tribunals. But when tae nobility and 
the clergy suffered themselves to be influenced by 
prejudices, and when they employed all the violence 
which could possibly be dictated to them by religious 
fanaticism, then the Israelites became reduced to the 
most abject condition. They were ordered : 

Ist.—To wear yellow caps, and round pieces of red 
cloth upon their clothes. 

2nd.—The Christians were prohibited from eatiog 
| with the Jews ; or to be found in their company, 

3rd.—They were exempt from military service ; and 
equally excluded from the civil employments. 

4th.—Certain quarters were allotted to them for their 
dwelling, separate from Christians. 

5th.—They were overburdened with taxes, which 
were not demanded from the Poles in general. 

All these measures taken collectively have excladed 
the Jews fromthe common rights; and thus, scorn, 
prejudice, and hatred, were the inevitable results of 
conduct as unjust as it was impolitic. It is neces- 
sary here to observe that often the royal power, 
more enlightened than the nobility, became the defender 
of the citizens in general, and the Israelites in particular. 

In 1464, when the people had assembled to prepare for 


The death of the great king opens the epoch for at an expedition against the Turks, urged on by fanaticism, 


they fell upon the Jews of Cracow and massacred a 
great many ofthem. The King, Casimir Jagellon, 
indignant at this cruel outrage, had all those persons 
punished who permitted the people to commit the 
same. 

Under Sigismond the First, the despoiled and 
persecuted Jews of Bohemia received the permission 
to seek an asylum in Poland, and submit to the same 
laws. The Synod, which was composed of the most 
distinguished Jews in Poland, made to their coreli- 
gionists the following appeal : 

**'To the Almighty appertain numerous *‘Sephirothe.” 


“Adam has given us a proof of the several degrees. 


of perfection. The Israelite must not confine himself 
exclusively to one.science. ‘The first wisdom is Holiness; 
but the study of other sciences ought not to be omitted 
on thataccount. The best of fruits is the apple of 
Paradise ; but should we on that account abstain from 
tasting other apples? All the sciences are the invention 
of our fathers ; and he who is not impious, will find the 

origin of all our knowledge in the Books of Moses. | 
That which constituted the glory of our fathers, cannot 


courts of kings. Mordecai was learned—Esther 
was wise—Nehemiah wasa Persian councillor ; and 
he released his people from slavery. Apply yourselves 
to the acquisition of knowledge. Be useful to kings 
and nob.es, and everybody will esteem you. There 
are as many Jews.on earth as stars in the heaven, and 
they are as numerous as the sand in the sea; 
but with us do not shine as stars, while all the world 
tramples us under foot, as though we were sand. Our 
king is as wise as Solomon, as holy as Layid. He has 
at his side another Samuel almost a prophet, (by 
whom is meant the celebrated Polish Chancellor, 
Maciejowski.) He looks upon his people as an 
immense forest. Scatters the wind off all trees ; but no 
One inquires, whence come the most beautifal plants. 
Why should not our cedars of Lebanon rear themselves 
in the midst of the green turf?” 

If we are to believe Jacques Zabrowski, King 
Alexander, yielding to the remonstrances of the clergy, 
had wished to have driven all the Israelites out of 
Poland. Przyluski praises Alexander for having 
refused the offers of money made to him by the 
threatened Israelites. Czacki observes that this 
king would have done much better to have accepted 
those voluntary offers; by which means he would 
have enriched his treasury, and protected the innocent. 

We consider it useful to cite here a circumstanee, 
of which some traces are to be found ia history. 
During the religious discords, the Christians were 
desirous of converting the Israelite. It is pretended, 
on the other hand, that, in showing the errors of the 
different sects, they had in view their making them adopt 
the religion of Moses. This attempt proved to be the 
cause of fresh persecutigns. The clergy, not only in 
the pulpi:, bat by their publications of ail kinds, excited 
the hatred of the public against them. The Jews, 
threatened and alarmed, addressed the Sultan of Turkey 
with a view of obtaining an asylum in his dominions, 

It is known that a great number of Israelites— 
victims of persecution—quitted Poland about this 
period, and settled in Wallachia; whilst many others 
were made prisoners. | 

Among the writings of which traces may yet be 
found, we shall mention, ‘* De Stupendis Criminibus 
Judceorum, 1541, Cracovice.” Inthat work the unknown 
author demands that the synagogues of the Israelites 
should be abolished. 

Among the peculiar crimes imputed to the Jews, 
there are some which really bear the stamp of astonish- 
ing ignorance. The Jews bought oxen in Wallachia, 
and sold them again ; it was immediately reported that 
this wasdone in order to starve the country. They 
were forbidden, under the penalty of death, to trade 
iu horses; this injunction was laid apon them, no 
doubt, because the Polish warriors found it to their 
interest in getting then almost gratuitously, or, a’ 
least, at a very low price, from the peasantry, who were 
unacquainted with their real value In the Polish 
Diet, some were desirous of having the Jews banished 
the country; others, again, proposed the interdiction 
to commerce; a few only were found who would 
allow them to enjoy allrights and privileges. 3

Those Jews who 
lived in the towns and villages belonging to the king 
could not reckon upon his protection. During the war 
they had to pay an additional tax. 

Men, superior by their enlightened views, sen 
and position in life, are above all those prejadices. But 
in vain shall we search the books of the learned Poles, 
whether of Catholic or Protestant writers ; all exhibit 
alike their hatred towards the Israelites. Often, indeed, 
do we find, that even the Pope and Bishops were more 
just towards the Jews than the Protestant school. 

Rey de Naglowic declaims against the Jews in his 
writings. Przyluski, who professes the doctrines of 
Augsburg, attacks them with still greater frenzy than 
the Catholic Bishop and Cardinal, the illustrious Hosias. 

Kamieniecki, Pishop of Bialobrzez, appealed to the 
Christians to massacre the Jews, if they did not wish 
that the Jews should kill them. 

The Isgaelites being shat out from all communion 
with Christians, since by the statute of Casimir the 
Great all protection had been withdrawn, governed 
themselves in the following manner: 

The laws and regulations which appeared from time 
to time concerning the Jews, form along chain of 
exceptional laws, of impositions, of punishments and of 
prohibitions against them. But we donot find any 
laws that regulate suits for disputes between Jews and 
It appears, 
that owing to the exclusion of the Jews from all protec- 
tion, was the cause of their adopting the Books of the - 
Talmud and of Moses, for their laws; and the Rabbizs 
for their jadges. | 

We are justified in our opinion in this matter by the 
ulterior decision of King Sigismond Auguste, who 
permitted the authorities of the Jews at Posen to 
apply the laws of Moses to every crime, even to capital 
punishment ; and he ordered the chief general of 
Great Poland to execute their sentences, 

Under the reign of the same king, the Jews were 
compelled to supply the mint with silver at a very 
low price ; whilst, at the same time, their commerce 
was restricted, and Christians were prohibited from 
serving or working amongst Jews. The same monarch 
directed the Jews of Lithuania to obey the orders of 
their own religious authorities. He prohibited them 
from wearing golden chains, or valuable metals, or 
precious stones, about their waists or on their arms. 
As to the women, they were not allowed to dress 
according to their means, Nor even to their fancy ; they 
were permitted only to wear rings, inscribed with the 
name of “ Jerusalem,” or ‘‘Sabbation.” This last 
permission of wearing rings was considered a matter of 
great importance among the Polish Christians of that 
period. This matter became the subject of long debates, 
till at last the king yvranted them permission to wear 
such rings only as were engraved with the name of 
“ Jerusalem,” in order to remind them of the wrath of 
God, and kis punishment to the Jews for their trans- 
gressions. | 

The feeble protection which the Jews had enjoyed, 
under‘the reign of the kings of the Jagellons, nearly 
vanished under the elective kings. The nobility, 
happy only in excesses and anarchy, wrung by force 
concessions fromthe king. ‘They freed themselves 
from ail contributions towards the wants of the states, 
and threw the burdens altogether upon. the inhabitants 
of the towns, and upon the serfs, It was then that 
the peasantry, as well as the citizens, and more 
particolarly the Jews, were doomed to sufferings and 
to be despoiled of everythingthey possessed: and 
moreover they were not even looked upon as the crea- 


tures of Goa. 


It is our painful duty to add here, that, on the 
arrival of Henri de Valois into Poland, the religious 
persecutions increased. This prince, who played so 
sad a part on the memorable night of Saint Bartholomy 
in France, was bound to take ao oath, on his ascending 
the throne of Poland, that he would exercise toleration 
to all religions of the kingdom; that being one of the 
principal points of his constitution | 

The confederates, after the death of the last Jaggelon, 
had decreed liberty of conscience ; but Henri did not 
wish to subscribe thereto at first, but onlydid so despite 
himself, by way of submission to the Polish nation. 
And it was under his short reign, that the Jews were 
accused anew of sacrificing Christian children; they 
were persecated more than ever, until Etienne Batory, 
a king, great and generous as Casimir, renewed the 
statute of the latter, and thus put an end to the bloody 


persecutions.

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THE VAMPIRES OF LONDON. _ 
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When Captain Colborne’s pamphlet under the above 


title appeared some moaths ago we were appealed to from 
several quarters to comment on it ;,and it was especially 
the following paragraph, which, copied from the ‘* London 
Review,” went the round of the provincial press, thac 
roused the just indignation of numbers of coreligionists :

ing people are Jews of the most horri 


 aceading the wholesome severity of justice against those who 
keep gam! ling dens and houses of ill-fame, have taken ad- 
vantage of the absence of usury laws and gone into the 
bill-discounting line of business, Now and then a Nazarene 
finds his way into this precious confraternity ; but the ways 
of Jewry are in the end too mach for him. He finds that, 
even after charging 150 per cent., there are depths of ex. 
tortion and rascality into which he is loth to descend ; and 
he abandons the field to the Israelite, who is bound by no tie 

and troubled by no scruple, and who, if he happened to have 

a conscience, would lend it out at 40 per cent. a month. 

There are whole families of Jews in the bill-discounting 

business. Solomon finds out young ensigns or Government 

clerks who want money; Reuben is a “runner,” and makes 

inquiries as to whether the “parties ” are “all right” or 

have any other bills out; Ikey discounts ; Mo is a wine mer- 

chant, and from him the dupe gets one third of his due in 

poisonous sherry, logwood port, or gooseberry champagne ; 

Ezekiel may be a jeweller or a picture dealer ; Melchisedech 

is “ the friend in the city” to whom the bill has been endorsed ; 

Jacoh is the lawyer who sues upon it ; Zachariah is the 

bailiff who arrests the defendant; Nehemiah is the she- 

riff's officer who locks him up ina sponging-house; and 

Abraham is another lawyer who counsels the unhappy 

prisoner not to go through the Bankruptcy Court, but to renew 

all Ikey's bills and come out of the sponging-house deeper in 

debt than when he went in. Throw in an uncle who keeps 

an anatomical museum, a grandfather who advertises to cure 

nameless ailments, a cousin who is on the turf, a brother who 

has a night-house in the Haymarket, another who (happily) 

is at Swan River, and two or three black haired and moon- 

eyed daughters of Judah, splendid in diamonds in the pit-boxes 

of the theatres, and the family circle is complete. That such 

things should be, that these most nefarious band t:—the 

discounting vampires, be they Jew, Turk, or infidel—should 

be permitted with perfect impunity to fleece the foolish and 

the unwary, may perhaps be reckoned among those “ curiosi- 

ties of civilisation” about which Dr. Andrew Wynter has 

written so pleasantly. They are certainly very curious, but 

they are, nevertheless, very shocking and very shameful. 


Not that anyone felt sympathy for those ‘* vampires,” if 
there be such, or had anything to say in extenuation of 
the nefaricus practice described, but that the diabolical 
attempt of intimately, we should almost say indissolubly, 
associating the Jews, and by implication also Judaism, 
with this iniquity, and thus creating additional preiudice 
and hatred to them, was profoundly resented. We, how- 
ever, at the time deemed it prudent not to take any notice 
of these effusions, as we knew that-legal proceedings were 
pending. Now that these have terminated, there is no 
longer any reason why we should refrain from commenting 
on a production which we confess has deeply wounded our 
sensibilities, which we consider as unjust as mischievous, 
and which, while Wantonly hurting the feelings of honourable 
men in their most sensitive parts, can only impede the os- 
tensible object which we charitably suppose the libeller had 
in view. We need scarcely say that had this diatribe con- 
fined itself to exposing the iniquitous practices of a class 
depicted by it in the dark colours in which it must 
appear to every right-minded person, without outrageously 
dragging in Jews, and thus reflecting upon a whoe race 
and the most ancient and venerable religious system the 
disgrace attaching to individuals the majority of whom, for 
aught we know, may be of Gentile extraction, no publica. 
tion would have been more popular in the Jewish commu. 
nity than the exposure referred to, and no mouths would 
have uttered responsively a more fervent ‘* Amen !” to the 
severest condemnation of these practices than those of the 
Jews; for among no population are they more deeply 
abhorred than among these very Jews. But as such 
was not the line of conduct of the reviewers of tlie libellous 
production, it becomes our duty to offer afew remarks, not 
on the legal proceedings just terminated, but on the fiendish 
language employed—so well calculated, like that of a 
Haman, to keep alive, and even to intensify, the hatred and 
prejudice against Jews unfortunately still larking in the 
breasts of many. ; 

It is not our intention to discuss the expediency or non- 
expediency of usury laws, the aspect of money as a commo- 
dity, and the right of everyone to dispose of it to the greatest. 
advantage possible, the same as of every other commodity. 
We surrender at once to public reprohation all those indivi- 
duals, be they Jews or Gentiles, who, as asserted, trade upon 
the folly of others and erect their fortunes upon the ruins 
of their victims. We re-echo in this respect the sentiments 
uttered by all the speakers at the Old Court when the case 
of Captain Colborne came on. But while fully sharing 
in this reprobation, we should yet ask our cruel libellers, 
Suppose that which you rather insinuate than declare were 
true—suppose that not only the mass of bill-discounting 
vampires were Jews, but that the mass of the Jews were 
bill-discounters, our most honourable merchants and 
traders usurers, our barristers so many pettifoggers, going 
shares with the usurers, our philanthropists, scholars, and 
artists keepers of gambling-dens and houses of ill: fame, or 
as many ‘* Mos” and “' Ikeys” as the imaginations of these 
slanderers can corjure up—Whose fault would it be? We 
unhesitatingly answer, Not ours, We confidently appeal 
to history. There is nothing either in the character, 
| antecedents, or religious system of the Jew which pre- 
disposes him to become either a money-lender, a wine 
merchant, jeweller, or picture dealer. The Mosaic code 
is not particularly promotive of trade. Its whole legis- 
lation rests upon the basis of agriculture. Our ancestors 
were a hardy race of shepherds, peasants, and moun- 
taineers. Even during the Second Temple, when the 
nation was subject to foreign rule, exemption from taxes 
on the seventh year had to be solicited, because the ground 
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income éxcept agriculture. Neither Greek nor Romag 
authors tell us that the usurers, the scourge of the commog 
people, either at Rome or Alexandria, in Italy or Asia 
Minor, were Jews. ‘ It was-only after Christianity had — 
become the dominant religion, and Christianity determined 
to avenge upon the obstinate Jews the audacity with which 
they dared to differ in opinion upon certain metaphysical 
speculations, that they were compelled by emperors and 
peoples to turn money-lenlers. Gradually excluded from 
every honourable career, forbidden either to possess land 
or till the ground, deprived of every right, branded like 
criminals, singled out by special a costume to public con. 
tempt and hatred, declared infamous, and, like wild 
beasts, chased from place to place, money was the only 
moveable property that could accompany them in their 
wanderings ; while at the same time it was the only means 
that could purchase momentary rest for the sole of their 
feet, and avert from them torture and violent death, 
Thus it was the Christian who had taught the Jew to 
value money above everything—it being the only come. 
modity the former would take for the ransom of the life 
of the latter. 
More, Christendom having determined to make the 
Jews the hewers of wood and the drawers of water of the 
human race, to render them hateful and contemptible, and 
utterly to debase and degrade them in their own eyes, not 
only drove them to money-lending by shutting them out 
from every other means of obtaining a livelihood, but actually 
distinctly authorised them to practise that usury which 
was forbidden to everybody else. There is not a nation 
but it had in the middle ages a special code in which the 
regulations under which the Jews might lend money were 
specified; and there are not a few coces which expressly 
authorised Jews to make advances on stolen goods, and 
even on blood-stained garments liable to the suspicion of 
forming a part of the spoil taken from a murdered man, 
Laws of a similar character, based on the same principle, 
and varying only in degree but not in kind, were enacted 
all throughout Christendom for at least three thousand 
generations, And if in subsequent ages Legislatures no 
longer barefacedly invite the Jews to practise usury, the 
restrictive laws which they till very lately maintained in 
nearly every European country, and in some countries 
unfortunately still maintain, must practically have had the 
effect to drive a considerable portion of the Jews to 
money-lending. We now repeat the question asked before 
of our calumniators: Suppose the whole Jewish people 
were what the laws of Christendom, for at least three 
thousand generations, laboured so hard to make them—ag 
debased, brazen-faced race, lost to all shame, utterly 
destitute of all conscience and without a spark of honour, 
as despicable and hateful as medieval Christianity 
wished to make them, would it become Christians of the 
present generation, the lineal descendants of our torturers, 
despoilers, and debasers to charge us with the iniquities 
and vices forced uponvs? What should we think. of the 
miscreant who, after disfiguring and maiming an innocent 
person, would turn round upon him, jeer him, and hold 
him up to public scorn and derision for the very mutilations 
inflicted? True that in our own England, within the 
last thirty years, the humanity of the Legislature has 
removed every obstacle from the path of the Jew. We 
gratefully acknowledge that at this moment every honours 
able career is open to the Jew, that he can compete with 
his Christian fellow-citizen in every profession, art, or 
trade; but we ask, Is it likely, nay, is it possible for 
human nature to lay aside within one single generation 
habits impressed upon it for three thousand successive 
generations ? | 
We have hitherto argued on the supposition that the 
Jewish community is actually what its libellers, either 
with a most cruel malignity or a most condemnable 
thoughtlessness, insinuate it to be. Butis this or was this 
ever the case? We unhesitatingly and proudly answer in 
the negative. Even in the most fanatic of centuries the 
most atrocious enactments of the persecutors of the Jews 
were not able so deeply to depress them in the scale of 
humanity as to extinguish in them every higher aspiration 
and to destroy in them every nobler feeling. In the 
darkest of centuries the race produced men which in 
morality and enlightenment by far excelled their oppres- 
sors, and in learning at least equalled them. When the 
Popes, desirous of sharing in the plunder from the Christian 
world, authorised the Lombards—good and believing 
Christians—for a quid pro quo to the Holy See, to come 
pete with the unbelieving Jew in the money-lending 
business, it soon became evident which of the two happened 
to be more conscientious—the Hebrew or the Gentile 
usurer. In several of the cities in which the machinations 
of the Pope-licensed ‘‘ vampires” succeeded in ousting 
their unbelieving rivals and getting them expelled, the 
extortions of the Christian monopolising money-lenders 
became so unbearable that to appease the enraged common 
seople the Jews had to be recalled, But what, after 
all, were all these petty extortions of Jewish usurers in 
comparison with those practised by their Christian rulers, 
who at one fell swoop extracted the last penny from the 
Jews, indiscriminately annulled all debts due to them 


then lay fallow, and there existed no other source of 


by Christians— interest as well as principal, confis- 
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cated all their property, aod then expelled them the 


country starving and naked? The Jewish extortions 
pale by the side of the large hauls made by the mailed 
knight as he, brigand-like, lay in wait for the travelling 
Jew, whom he imprisoned and tortured until ransomed for 
fabulous sums. Who knows whether the gallant Captain, 
as a scion of aristocracy, is not a descendant of one of 
these mailed knights, who laid the foundation of his house 
with the black mail levied on some Jewish merchant or 
itinerant rabbi? And in our own days, owing to the 
greater humanity evinced towards the Jews all over 
Europe and to the justice of the laws concerning them 
enacted in some countries, we are happy to be able to 
assure our libellers the trade of money-lending among 
the Jews is actually a failing one, and will in one or two 
generations be numbered among the things bygone, like 
their trade in old clothes or stolen goods. The trade of 
money-lending among them is confined to such a small 
number that it actually now forms only 4 fraction, and is 
rapidly passing over, as we assured, into the hands of 
good Christians, by whom the Jewish usurers are being 
beaten out of the field, as they were by the Lombards in 
the days of yore. 

It is quite possible that in comparison to the rest of the 
population there may still be among the Jews more money- 
lenders than is due to their proportion, Lut this would give 
to the detractors of the Jews as little right to stigmatise a 
whole community for the faults of individuals as the pre- 
ponderance of certain crimes among the Christian popula- 
tion would justify the Jew tocharge all Christendom with 
them. Take, for instance, drunkenness adultery, and the 
crimes of murder, rape, burglary, and, in fact, of all acts 
of violence. Statistics all throughout Europe, and more 
so still in those countries in which the Jewish population 
is densest, have proved the comparative freedom of the 
Jews from atrocities of this kind. The crimina's in these 
cases are nearly always Christians, while a very large 
proportion of their victims are Jews. Would it not be easy 

_ for a Jew to pen paragraphs in the spirit of the re. 
yiewers of Captain Colborne’s pamphlet, insinuating that 
all Christians, or at least the mass of them, are ruffians, 


drunkards, and murderers, lying in wait for unfortunate | 


Jews, whom they lure, despoil, and kill? The malignity 
of such an insinuation would be self-evident. We cennot 
sufficiently repeat, a man is not a burglar, a drunkard, an 
adulterer, or murderer because of, but despite his Chris- 
tianity. Even soa Jew is not a quack, a keeper of a 
gambling-house, or a usurer because of, but despite his 
Judaism ; and professors of Christianity have as little right 
to associate Jews and Judaism with the latter as Jews 
would have to identify Christianity or Christendom with 
the former. 

If the press in general and the gallant Captain, as 
ingeniously suggested by his counsel and charitably as- 
sumed by the judge, really wish to put down immoral 
discounting by public exposure, let them attack a class and 
not use the epithet ‘‘ Jew money-lender,”’ or publish such 
fiendish paragraphs as tlfat upon which we comment. 
By holding up a whole community to public reproba- 
tion for the faults of a few of its members, these libellers 
lay themselves open to the just suspicion that it is 
less a regard for the general. good by which they are 
actuated than an unworthy feeling of revenge on a whole 
race for a real or imaginary injury received from a mem- 
ber of this body; or, worse, that they are prompted in 
their attacks by hateful religious fanaticism. 


Hanover.—A Resicnatron.—Considerable sensation 
was created at Hanover by the resignation of the 
concert director, the celebrated violinist, Joachim.

THE JEWS’ ORPHAN ASYLUM AND THE} 
JEWS’ HOSPITAL. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Str,—TI am glad to perceive that Mr, Barnett Meyers 
has had in your last number the courage to break the ice 
as regards the amalgamation of our charities, I am 
quite certain that no one in the communiiy is more en- 
titled to a hearing than my friend, who has the welfare of 
all our institutious so much at heart. But your correspon- 
dent treats of two only, viz., the Hospital and the Orphan 
Asylum ; but I maintain that the time has now arrived 
when a much more extended field of amalgamation ought 
to be dealt with—if not amalgamation, a seheme embracing 
union of action, to which the greatest of our institutions 
might be parties. ‘This might necessitate an appeal to the 
charity commissioners, but it would be money well laid out. 

Some may enquire what are the charities I would deal 
with, and in what manner? To the first question my 
answer is, the Free School, the Greek-street School, In. 
fant School, Orphan Asylum, Hospjtal, Hand in Hand, 
Widows’ Home, Philanthropic, Widows Friendly Society, 
Poor and Aged Needy, and many others which I think 
are unknown to the greater part of the community. The 
other question would require details far too long for an 
epistle of this kind; but the first action ought to be for 
each institution to have a general court, and to appoint 
one or two of its governors best acquainted with the whole 
of its affairs to be its delegates at what might be termed 
a grand committee, and let them draw a scheme of amal- 
gamation or union, and let them receive the sanction of 
the governors of each institution. 

The saving would be enormous, as three guineas would 
do as much good as six guineas do now; fewer anniver- 
saries—and no one knows the expense attendiag each. 
Do not fancy that I am one of those who wish not to give ; 
quite the contrary, I should give much more willingly than f 
now, for if it pleases the Almighty to bless me with’ the 
means I know no greater pleasure than aiding or mitigat 
ing the distress of my poor brethren. 

There are many obstacles in the way, but by all work- 
ing willingly they ought to be overcome. I am well aware 
that it has become by far too great a habit of those enter- 
ing public life to take up one charity, and to think that all 
others having claims are inimical to the one at the board 
of which the individual bas a seat. Some think that by 
awalgamat'on they could not be honorary officers or com- 
mitteemen, as the number would be greatly reduced. I for 
one should be most willing to resign all my offices, for 
during the last dozen years I have attended three meetings 
a week on an average, and instead of a decrease of labour 
with the increasing number of my community, [ find the 
labour increasing and thrown each year into fewer hands, 
asso few of the rising generation are willing to give a 
small portion ot their time for the welfare of our communal 
institutions.

THe Controversy in tHE Untrep Srares, 
The proselyte controversy is carried on with great 
animation in the American Jewish papers. We lately 
reproduced a letter from the Rev. Dr. Illowy, of New 
Orleans, who vehemently opposes the reception of 
proselytes. We see now in the “ Jewish Messenger” 
a letter from another orthodox pastor, the Rev. S. 
Morais, of Ph ladelphia, who controverts Dr. Illowy’s 
arguments, endeavouring to show that proselytes 
joining the synagogue from conscientious motives 
were at all times received and enjoyed the same rights 
as Israelites by birth. He, however, admits that great 
caution should be exercised in their admission, and 
this should only be allowed after 4 strict examination 
of the motives prompting them to such a momentous 
step as the change of religion. The rabbis of the 
reform party in America in general are less scrupulous 
in the admission of proselytes than the orthodox, and 
there is-scarcely a month but we read of some con- 
version to Judaism—the converts generally being 
Protestants by birth and education. 

VIENNA.—-A DePUTATION TO THE EMPEROR. 
Schemnitz, in Hungary, is a mining city, from which the 
Jews some few years ago were still rigidly excluded by 
the Austrian laws. Lately a deputation of the congrega- 
tion of this identical mining city, headed by the rabbi, 
was received by the kmperor. The object of the depu- 
tation was to solicit from the monarch a grant of 5000 
florins from the Jewish school fund towards the erection 
of a synagogue ; and the Emperor ‘promised to take the 
request into favourable consideration! To those who 
have known Austria 15 ‘short years ago, when it was 
seriously meditated to re-establish the ancient ghettos and 
the medieval iaws concerning the Jews, this paragraph, 
which we copy from the ‘‘ Corriere Israelitico,” sounds like 
adream. We must add thatthe rabbi, before preferring 
his request, asked permission to cover his ead, in order 
to recite the benediction prescribed by tbe rabbis at the 
sight of a crowned head. ‘The permizsion was, of course, 
granted to him. 

A Prize Essay on Reticious ToLeratioy.—We 
have stated some time ago that General Mylius, a sincere 
promoter of religious liberty, offered to the Institute an 
annual prize to be awarded by them to the author of the 
best essay on religious toleration, and that this learned 
body, as well as some others, declined the offer. It now 
appears, says the ‘* A, I.,” that the General himself has 
offered for competition prizes for the best essays to be for- 
warded to him to 198, Rue de Rivoli, Paris, and that he 
himself will award them. The prizes consist of three 
medals, one of gold, value 300 francs, the second of 
silver, and the third of bronze. The essay of the winner 
of the gold medal will be published at the expense of the 
General.

Tue Reticion or tat Druses.—The religion of the 


, Druses has for centuries been an enigma to the Christian 


world. It was known that while the Druses felt but 
lately sympathy for the followers of Jesus, they always 
evinced much friendly feeling for the disciples of Moses. 

The late Rabbi Joseph Schwarz, of Jerusalem, in his work — 
on Palestine, mentioned several instances which betokened 
this friendly feeling. It will, therefore, not be ungate- 
resting for our readers to learn something more on the 
religion of the Druses, which evidently is the source of 
this friendly feeling. We consequently make the following 
extract from a. late number of the ‘“ Atheneum,” 
in which an abstract is given of a paper read by 
the Rev, A. Tien before the Asiatic Society on 
the above subject. The following is the abstract :— 
“The information which Mr. Tien was about to impart 
was derived, he said, from personal observation, from 
accounts given him by a Druze sheikh, and froma perusal 
of the ‘ Seven Books of the Deuze Law.’ ‘This work dates 
from the time of El Hakim, and is written in that style of 
old Arabic which was invented towards the commencement 
of the 4th century of Hejira, and is known by the name 
of the second Kutic character. The Druzes are divided 
into three castes;—the Ajawid or libera!, the Akkal or 
learned, and the Jabal or ignorant. ‘The administration 


lof the whole nation isin the hands of the Akkal, while 


to the Ajawid are confided the books of the law and 
constitution, which they explain to the congregations of 
each Khalwat, or place of worship; and whatever is 
decreed by the council of Khalwats is observed as the law, 
both in religious and civil matters, by the whole 
nation. Aimong the many curious details concerning the 
religious observances of the Druzes, the lecturer gave 
a translation of the national hymn, which they chaunt in 
their Khalwats every Friday, an hour and a half after sun- 
set, when one of the Sheikhs or Ajawids has finished his ex- 
position of a portion of the Law. Init they call upon their 
Lord, El-Hakim, to make the glorious city Jersalem his 
throne. ‘The Sheikh of each Kha!wat still uses vestments 
similar to those worn by the Jewish High Priest, and 
keeps the books of the Law in a silver box called the 
Ark of the Testimony (see Exodus xxv. 16). The Druzes 
anathematize the followers of all other religions except 
the Jewish. They believe in El-Hakim, whom they 
call the Most High God, and in metempsychosis; and 
they practise amongst themselves brotherly love and 
absolute fidelity and truthfuleess, while they esteem and 
respect their brethren the Jews. ‘Towards strangers they 
show the utmost secrecy and dissimulation. El-Hakim, 
the founder of the Druze nation, was the third Fatimite 
king of Egypt, and in secret a Jew; bat to enlarge his 
power he feigned Islamism. He succeeded to the 
Khalifate about the beginniog of the hfth century of the 
Hejira,—at atime when the Jews were expecting their 
Messiah, the Christians were looking forthe second coming 
of Christ? and the Moslems believed the end of the world 
approaching. His vizier Hamzah the Druzes consider 
to have been the true Christ. ‘The Druzes conformed to 


all external observances of the Moslems tillthe year 1832, 
when Ibrahim Pasha, son of Mohammed Ali, conquered.

On reading in the last report of the Universal Isra- 
elitish Alliance that the Jewish community of Constan.- 
tinople wishes to see two additional schools established 
we are forcibly reminded of the following, which 
oceurred in 1859, and which is thus narrated in a late 
number of the conversionist organ :— 

We are told that in one quarter of Constantinople, 
a Jewish elementary school, which had been es:ablished 
under the sanction of the Government, was broken

We have only to substitute “‘ Jews’ Orphan Asylum ” 
for “Charterhouse Schoo!,” and the parallel will 
become evident : 

“The first, the greatest, and the absolutely fatal 
Obstacle is the site. Parents of common gense and 
feeling will not send their sons to spend the most 
delicate and most growing portion of their lives ir « spot 
now in the very heart of this metropolis, and closely 
surrounded on all sides by its very worst districts. The 
boy sentenced to that metropolitan prison for no crime 
of his own lives within black walls, under a London 
sky, and breathing an atmosphere which we cannot deny 
to be life-sostaining, for many of us live in it, but which 
we change for better air as often as we can, and which 
we certainly consider to require generous diet, cheerful 
occupation, and good stamina to begin with. But for 
three-quarters of the year, say 39 weeks out of 52, the 
poor boy lacks everything that nature affords for recreas 
tion or development. As ‘ Alter Carthusianus’ truly 
observes, it is only a certain proportion of every school 
whieh takes to cricket and football; the rest amuse 
themselves in their own quieter ways. But what amuse. 
ment, what diversion of thoughts, what stimulus to the 
senses is to be obtained within the four black walls of a 
hard gravelled “‘ playground Carthusians have 
cribed to us their horror of the Jocality, and their 
disgust at the predominant sights, smells, and sounds, 
as accumulating to a morbid extreme, infesting their 
dreams, and returniny to them as bitter reminders in the . 
sadder hours of life. Many not only say nothing about 
the school, but try to forget it altogether, as something 
that has poisoned their very existence. Now this cannot 
be from any fault of the masters, nor yet from any fault 
of the boys, nor yet, to any great degree, from faults in 
the system. It isthe site that is in fault, Everybody 
who can lives elsewhere. Everybody who has wife and 
children carries them miles off, if not to green fields, at 
least to more open space and pleasanter associations, 
The school remains behind, because it is an institution ; 
though ia the opén market of education the first requi« 
site of a high class school is that it should be in the 
country. 

‘** Alter Carthusianus’ has exactly hit the question 
of health. What he says is, indeed, a very old and 
general experience. Charterhouse may show a very 
clean bill of health, few fevers or other epidemics, 
Precisely the same has been found by the anxious 
parent of many a large family of pale, thia, ill-grown | 
children in our streets, and even our squares, at the 
West end as wellas the East. Ifa low marimum of 
health and strength be all that is desired, and it it be an 
object to avoid dangerous robustness and an-excessive 
animal development, then the heart of the metropolis is _ 
the right place to live in from 12 to 18. Nay, in the 
last generation there was a severe class of educationists 
and religionists who taught that it was better to keep 
the body well under and prevent an injurious competi- 
tion with the mind. Since then the voice of Nature 
has made itself heard, and it has beer discovered that a 
strong and healthy physica! condition is rfecessary to the 
development of the mind, to the formation of the cha- 
racter, to the strengthening of the purpose and tle will, 
and to the destruction of what may be called the mental 
parasites that infest the feeble, the irresolute, and the 
unsocial. Jlorty years ago this school turned out an 
immense body ot good scholars into all ranks and de. 
partments of life. A certain proportion have distin. 
guished themselves generally by their constitutional 
force and in special lines and manners. But why have 
not more emerged into power and note? The question 
has often been asked., It is asked about men who 
passed away before their time, or who still linger in the 
army, in the Home or the Indian Civil Service, in 
country livings, but certainly not fulfilling the high 
destiny, or even the term of healthy existence once 
marked out for them. We happen to know that in 
many of these cases there is a strong feeling that life 
and strength, body and soul, suffered by along boyhood 
spent in London smoke and dirt.

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REPORT OF THE UNIVERSAL ISRAELITISH | CORFU—A FEW HISTORICAL DETAILS. 


ALLIANCE, 

' The Alliance has published its last quarterly report 
for the year 1864. It is preceded by a fervent appeal 
to the Jewish people for additional support, in order to 
be enaLled to carry out the very important philanthropic 
undertakings in which it is engaged and which are urged 
upon it. Itis especially the regeneration of the Jewish 
communities in the East by means of education which 
occupies its attention, and a number of schools have 
been established there which promise the most beneficial 
results, The report itself is tov volumnious to be re- 
produced. We musc content ourselves with noticing 
some of the proceedings. 

Sitting of October.—Sir Francis Goldsmid trans- 
mits 2000 francs towards the support of the schools. 
The same gentleman wrote that he had called the atten- 
tion of Lord John Russelltothe unjust decree of the 
Rouman Government which excludes strange Israelites 
from the possession of landed property; and solicited 
the protection of the English Government in favour of 
the Israelites of the regency of Tunis. 

“Mr. N#hon, French Vice-Consul of Tetuan, gives 
an accoust of the satisfactory results which a recent 
inspection of *the school at Tangier enabled him to 
ascertain. He found nearly 300 pupils in the school, 
and was highly gratified by their rapid progress. The 
Vice-Consul also received favourable news regarding 
the Israelites of Demnat, whose lives were in such great 
danger. The Sultan took them under his protection, 
and placed them under the authority of an Israelitish 
chief, called David Amar, who is in direct communica- 
tion with the central Government. 

‘t The president announced that he had lsid before 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs a letter from the 
committee of Constantinople, which gives information 
of the detention of a young Israelitish gir), of Alexan. 
dria, under French protection, in a convent at Caiffa, 
in Syria, and the abortive efforts made through the 
French Consul to obtain the restitution of the child to 
her family. The minister promised to institute an inquiry 
forthwith. It was resolved to encourage the formation 
of a school at Rabbat, and for this purpose to make the 
necessary enquiries at Tangier. 

_ “ November Sitting.—A letter was read addressed by 
the president to Prince Cousa, in reference to the condi- 
tion of the Jews ander his government, which enacted 
unjust laws towards the Jews and permitted them to be 
systematically insulted by the press. The committees 


of Jaffa and Jerusalem complaining of the bearing of the. 


French consular agent in Jaffa towards the Jews; the 
president undertook to bring their grievances under the 
notice of the Minister of Foreign Affairs. M.Camoado, 
of Constantinople, wrote that the French ambassador in 
Turkey had interposed in behalf ofthe young Jewess 
detained in a convent, but the child could rot be found 
there. Rabbi Saphir, of Jerusalem, solicited the assis. 
tance of the Alliance for the publication of his travels 
in Yemen, in which he gives interesting details on the 
condition of the Jews ina country which, since Maimo- 
nides, bas had no intercourse with the west. The 
committee subscribed for 50 copies. 

“December Sitting.—The local committee of Bel- 
grad transmitted a translation of an article from a 
Servian journal attacking Jews and Judaism, and 
requested the central committee to reply to this violent 
diatribe, which greatly disquieted the Israelites. It 
was resolved to send the desired reply. M. Nahon, of 
Tetuan, gave an account of the interview between the 
Minister of France and the Sultan of Morocco at Rabbat, 
expressing a hope that it would prove beneficial to the 
interests of the Israelites. The president stated the 
result of an interview with the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs. He solicited the punishment of the kidnappers 
of the little Israelitish girl of Caiffa and the protection 
of France for the schocls established by the Alliance in 
the East; he conversed with him on the sad situation 
of the Jews still exposed in many countries to persecu 
tions and actsof barbarism, periodically renewed; on the 
daty thereby imposed by civilisation on the European 
governments to accord to the Israelites, through the 
medium of their consuls, the necessary protection for 
their safety. The Minister replied that the subject 
appeared to him worthy of the whole attention of the 
government, and asked the president to make it the 
subject of a special communication in writing to the 
government, of which they might then avail themselves. 

‘‘The sub-committee on schools then presentgd its 
report. Having gathered valuable information fur- 
nished to it by Messrs, Altaras, Camondo, and Albert 
Cohn, and being more than ever profoundly convinced 
of the necessity of establishing schools in Turkey, 
Syria and Africa, means were suggested for forming a 
special fund for the realisation of this object. I¢ was 
further resolved to select the best pupils of the Israeli- 
tish schools and to prepare these by special studies for 
undertak ing the management of the schools in the East, 
and that until a situation could be found for them, 
means of subsistence should be provided for them.” 

Wesee from the same report of the Alliance that the 
sum of 12,237 francs has been collected by their agency 
for the ill-used Jews in the regency of Tunis. 

A list of the names of the members is appended to 
the report, and we see with regret that among the 
thousands of members which it has ail over the globe, 
it has in all England only 26, of whom several, more- 

over, are Christians.

A correspondent writes to the “ Maguid ” : * Anciently 
the Jews here were placed perfectly on a par with their 
Christian fellow-citizens, both in regard to duties and 
rights. After the death of Carlos III., Corfu 
under the dominion of the republic of Venice. The 
authority which then stood at the head of the government 
numbered six persons, among whom the principal was a 
Jew, named David Defino. 

“At the close of the fifteenth century many Jewish 
families found here a refuge; by them the trade of the 
island was much increased ; most of the physicians were 
Jews. The Israelites were faithfyl adherents of the 
government, and always proved themselves patriotic, 
ready to make sacrifices, having several times protected 
the city from enemies with the loss of their lives and pro- 
perty. | 

“* At a later period intolerance, here the same as every- 
where, exercised its baneful influence. Persecutions, 
Oppression, and exceptional Jaws soon impoverished the 
Jews, and made them hateful to their fellow-citizens. 
This continued until the close of the 18th century, when 
the island became subject to Franve, which brought full 
liberty to all inhabitants. Now the Israelites soon re- 
covered, and some of them occupied prominent positions. 
When in 1815 the Ionian Islands were united into a 
republic, the Jews lost all the rights accorded them by 
the French, which was the more painful as they now had 
a taste of the boon of liberty. England, ander whose 
protectorate the Islands were placed, shielded them from 
every injury; nevertheless their exceptional position was 
most depressing. Recently, since they have been annexed 
to Greece, they again enjoy ewancipation, guaranteed by 
the constitution. 

** Thus much of their political position. In reference 
to religious matters, the city of Corfu was formerly called 
‘little Jerusalem,’ because the study of the law was car- 
ried on with great diligence and the divine law was 
observed with great rigor. Unfortunately, things have 
in course of time materially altered for the worse ; indo- 
lence, ignorance and folly have taken up their abode here 
to such an extent that it was impossible to find a native 
that might have been entrusted with the office of rabbi 
here. ‘The first rabbi called to this place in 1820 was 
Rabbi Shem'tob Adnarillo; in 1831 the office was dis. 
charged by Rabbi Yehudah Bibas, of blessed memory. 
He was animated by holy zeal to spread the knowledge 
of the law, to appoint teachers for the instruction of youth 
and to superintend the B°DF 1. When he arrived 
here there was not a single scribe (10) at Corfu. He 
therefore taught his disciples to prepare parchment, an.| 


the knowledge of writing scrolls of the law, &c. Many | 
of his disciples ate at his table and slept in his house; he: 


also presented to them valuable works; before all he was 
to them a model of piety and fear of God. Through his 
exertions the study, of the law once more found a home at 
Corfu. In the year 1854 he went to the Holy Land, 
where he died. His successor, Rabbi Moses Israel 
Chasan, trod in his footsteps; he, too, promoted the edu- 
cation of youth and made various regulations which have 
ever since proved a blessing to our community. It is now 
eight years that he has Jeft us, and since then we have 
been like a flock that has noshepherd. Only very lately 
our heads have called hither as rabbi, Iabbi Yezebak 
Ashkenasi, from Ancona, and we shall soon have the hap- 
piness of greeting him here.” 


SPREAD OF ToLERATION.—The last number of the 
“ Univers Israclite ” mentions four facts which show the 
constant progress of liberal ideason matters concerning 
liberty of conscience and worship. The Landgrave of 
Homberg has aboiished the oath more judaico, At Vienna, 
measures for the suppression of the Ghettos of Lemberg 
and Cracow are under consideration, At Warsaw, the 
administrative council of the kingdom has resolved to grant 
to the Jews the right of holding all functions and offices, 
In Turkey, the Sultan has decidel that the Catholic 
prelates, the Greek orthodox bishops, and the Jewish 
rabbis shall sit in the courts of justice by tke side of the 
cadis and muftis.— Express. 

Vienna—Tae Jewish Dear Dems Institv- 
TIoN-—This institution contained last year 74 pupils 
(51 boys and 23 girls). The average cost of each is 
210 florins (£21). The institution is managed by a 
committee of ten (seven gentlemen and three ladies). 
The teaching staff consists of the director, his wife, 
whe acts as matron, six male teachers, and one 
female, who instructs the girls in needlework. The 
institution is exceedingly well conducted, and the 
pupils thrive both physically and mentally. The last 
examination showed extraordinary progress.—/'rom 
a German Jewish periodical devoted to scholastic in- 
terests, cailed the ‘‘ [sraelitish Teacher.” :

‘The 
gentlemen of the clerical profession mustered in unusually 
large numbers at the court-house, enjoying before hand the 
anticipated condemnation of the arch-heretic. And who 
was his defender, triumphantly showing that the gloomy 
picture drawn of Rome and Papal misrule was nothing 
but the truth? A Jew, Dr. Gotthelf. In a brilliant 
speech of an hour and a half, he demolished the structure 
of the attorney-general, and after five minutes’ deliberation 
the accused was acquitted by the jury on every count, 
Is this not an unmistakeable sign of the times?—From

Cuurcn AND State.—A movement has been inaugu- 
rated in the Atlantic States, by one or more of the 
multitudinous branches of the Christian church, to urge 
a modification of the Constitution of the United States, 
whereby religious tolerance is to be abrogated and an 
acknowledgment of Christianity made. The Presby- 
terian Convention, which lately acsembled at 
Philadelphia, passed resolutions favoring such 
amendment, although its members must have teen 
fully aware that its adoption would destroy the very 
keystone of the arc of our free and enlightened govern- 
ment. Besides the otter impracticability of such an 
amendment, in a political sense, there would be still 
religious objections, What especisl branch of 
Christianity could be represented? Would it depend 
upon the convictions of the Chief Executive? These are 
questions of as equally grave a character as the 
proposition itself, and show conclusively how impractic. 
able itis to incorporate State and Church in our 
government. - There are Zealots and bigots in all faiths, 
but in some of tke branches of Christianity a monomania 
seems to take possession of their adherents, and devotion 
has to give way to bigotry. A formal religious 
government exists without specifying the peculiarchurch 
itis to uphold, With England we have the Protestant 
Episcopal, France and a greater portion of Europe 
maintain Catholicity, Russia and Greece the Greek 
church. Speaking on this point, Hon. J. W. Forney, 
in the Philadephia ‘' Press,” says:—‘*Can the 
Constitution declare one religion. to be true without 
affirming the other to be false? If American Christians 
make the supreme law of the land affirm the truth of 
their ,creed, can the American Jews, equally loyal and 
law-abiding, join in that proud declaration, ‘ We, the 
people of the United States, do thus orda‘n?’ These are 
questions forthe common sense of the people to answer. 
It is plain that the toleration of all religions and the 
establishment of one may coexist, bat it was not upon 
such a principle that the Republic was established. 
Oar republicanism means not the toleration of any 
religion, but the absolute equality of all religions, 
Anything less than this is the unior. of Church and 
State, and, no matter how slight that may be, the 
precedent is dangerous, and the principle as evil in the 
germ as in the ultimate development. A wrong to the 
religious faith of an American citizen is not to be 
measured by the degree of injury and interference ; it is 
absolute in its nature. The Constitution which should 
announce ‘ we, the people of the United States,’ believe 
the creed of the proposed amendment would be an 
Outrage on those people of the United States who do 
not believe it, and would make aliens of whole bodies 
of religious men, This question is not one of religion, it 
has nothing to.dowith thetruth of Judaism, Christianity, 
or any other faith involved in the decision. Itis whether 
any religion, trae or false, shall be declared true by 
national authority. The mere preliminary discussion 
of the matter has been full of bitterness; we cannot 
publish all the leiters we have received, written on both 
sides for this reason, But, it is clear to our minds that 
the success of this innovation on our republican principle, 
the adoption of the amendment, would evoke all the 
worst elements of sectarian rivalry, injure the cause 
of true religion, and substitue for the harmony of all 
our sects a fierce war of recrimination and abuse. 
Now the Constitution knows neither Jew nor Christian ; 
in this impartial spirit it was created, and so let it 
remain. We simply wish to do as we are doing 
now—let fall men believe what conscience dictates, 
and protect them in that belief. The love and 
worship of God in the natural progress of Christianity 
need Do examples and no masters. All we have tu do 
is to confine the Constitution and the laws to the civil 
welfare of our fellow citizens. The interests of the 
Republic demand that Church and State, Religion and 
Politics, should remsio asunder, as one pole from the 
other.—Hebrew.”’
